It was said by t*e chemist that 


picrotin 
comes 
from 
an herb 


known as a fish berry, which 
is used by some bootleggers to 
make their liyquir more potent. 


The chemist said that 10 grains 
of the substance would he enough 
for five gallons of whiskey. Pi- 
crotin breaks up into two other 
substances, piccrotoxin and picro- 
toxinin, the latter of which is a 
deadly poison. 


The autopsy report set out that 


other vital organs in the young 
woman's 
body were 
apparently 


normal. 


The autopsy was held at the re- 


quest of the girl's relatives, who 
said that in their opinion mys- 
terious 
circumstances 
surround- 


ed her death. 


Two members of the fraternity

plucked a bouquet of roses which 
were to adorn their graves. Then, 
she too, drank poison. 
She stag- 


gered into the bedroom of her dy- 
ing sons. They were pleading for 
water and she 'went into the kitch- 
en for a glass. She fell three times 
and then lapsed into unconscious- 
ness, according to her story. 


The mother was the first to die. 


Rudolph succumbed Friday after- 
noon while his mother's funeral 
was In, progress, 
Fritz died early this morning. 


Funeral services will be held late 
today.

The new rule governing writs 


of error was as follows: 


"Applications for writs of error 


shall be (1) as brief as the na- 
ture of the 
record 
permits; (2) 


clearly and carefully drawn; (3) 
.shall be absolutely 
true 
to the 


record; 
and 
(4) 
shall 
conform 


to the requirements of the sta- 
tu.te." 


failure to conform to the rule 


may be penalized by requesting 
amendment of the application, or 
by its outright dismissal. 


In the same section, a change 


from the last printed rules was 
that the decision or ruling sought 
to be reviewed must have been 
assigned as error in the motion 
for new trial in the trial court, 
01- in the civil appeals court if the

there. 


The rule regarding carbons fol-

error) be typewritten, no carbon 
copy shall ever be filed.

The farm board replied today to 
Congresional criticism of its trad- 
ing in cotton and grain futures by 
cxplaning it was necessary because 
of the system which has been es- 
tablished by private operators. 


Addressing Chairman McNary, 


of the senate agriculture commit- 
tee, the board wrote: 


"The cu-operative marketing; as- 


sociations in wheat and cotton are 
agencies set up by farmers to mar- 
ket their products in competition 
with private merchants. In order 
to compete for business on even 
terms, these co-operatives must be 
n position to give the same ser- 
vices and enjoy thr same advant- 
ages as a private merchant. 


"To do this they have found it 


necessary to make use of existing 
marketing facilities, of which, un- 
der 
existing 
conditions, 
futures 


trading operations are an integral 
part. 


Restarting to hedging operations, 


In so far as they find it possible 
and desirable to do so. greatly re- 
duces their problem of financing 
their operations. In the ast six 
months, when wheat prices have 
been almost constantly declining, 
the farmers national grain corpor- 
ation would have suffered disas- 


I trously heavy losses if it had not 
. hedged its wheat supplies."

The board said it did not want 


i this explanation to be taken as a 


rcccomendation in support of the 
present system of future trading, 
adding: 


"But we have to recognize that 


it is the system that has been built 
up over a period of 70 years on 
which practically nil whea't or cot- 
ton is handled, both for domestic 
use and for export; and it is our 
conclusion that under existing con- 
ditions, co-operative marketing as- 
sociations and stabilization corpor- 
ations must, in appropriate prac- 
tical ways, deal in futures as well 
as in spot wheat or cotton."

himself—and 
would kill himself 


yet if he had a chance. 


He testified of a bank account in 


two local banks, 
giving

by County Judge Clay Nash. 


He said he would like to live if 


his mind and health was like it 
used to be. 


The accused man did not show 


any emotion, but answered ques- 
tions propounded him readily and 
intelligently. 
He admitted that he

said that his mind would be-

Believed of Unsound Mind. 


Dr. T. P. McLendon testified that 


he had known Mr. King for 10 
years.

When queried 


as to the form of the supposed 
insanity, Dr. McLendon testified 
that it was "mild dementia/1 a pe- 
riodical ailment, and that he was 
dangerous.

scene of the tragedy, he

Mrs. King dead and thatTCing was 
attempting to commit suicide, and 
that he did not think King realized 
what had happened, and that 'he 
had been kept at the hospital in a 
straitjacket. 
Dr. Hamlll testified that he had 


examined King Saturday morning 
and that he considered him to be 
of unsound mind and dangerous to 
himself, primarily, and others, sec- 
ondarily, and that in his opinion, 
was a fit subject for treatment in 
an asylum. 
Son Is Witness. 
Whit King, a son, testified .that 


his father had resided in Texas 35 
years, and prior to working at the 
Magnolia Refinery for a number 
of years, was a farmer. He testi-

been married about 25 


years. He said that his father was 
easily worried, and that for sever- 
al months was unusually quiet, 
and talked to himself frequently.
